WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6—The 
President, in his message to Congress to- 
Gay, made the following recommendations 
‘and suggestions: 

“T earnestly recommend, as soon as the 
receipts of the Government are quite suf- 
ficient to pay all the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, that ‘when any of the United 
States notes are presented for redemption 
in gold and redeemed in gold, such 
notes shall be kept and set apart and only 
paid out in exchange for gold. 

“TIT concur with the Secretary in his rec- 
ommendation that national banks be al-

lowed to issue notes to the face value of 
the bonds which they have deposited for 
circulation, and that the tax on circulating 
notes secured by deposit of such bonds, be 
reduced to one-half of 1 per cent per an- 
num.

“Il recommend that the isste of national 
bank notes be restricted to the denomina- 
tion of $10 and upward. If ‘the suggestions 
1 have herein made have the approval of 
Congress, then Il would recommend that 
national banks be repuired to redeem their 
hotes in gold.

The Reading of the President’s Com- 
munication Listened To Wich At- 
tention, Especially the Portion 
Bearing on Cuban Affairs, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—At noon to-day 
the first regular session of the Fifty-fifth 
Congress was launched upon the unknown 
seas Of legislation. Simu.taneously at both 
ends of the capitol, Speaker Reed in the 
House and Vice-President Hobart in the 
Senute, dropped their gavels and called to 
order the respective bodies over which 
they preside. The ceremonies attending the 
opening of a Congress of comparatively a 
routine character form a spectacle which 


in. some respects is regarded as the gréatest 
official event of the year at the national! 

_— To-day the weather was propi- 
ous, 

The sun shone brilliantly from a cloud- 
less sky, making a glorious bright Decem- 
ber day, with a tinge of frost in the air 
to invigorate the lungs and a breeze just 
strong enough to keep the stars and stripes 
Snapping from the flagstaffs. At the Capi- 
tol the crowd swarmed into the corridors 
at an early hour and choked the marble 
Steps as they ascended to the galleries from 


House and Senate sides, admission being 
only by card, and the public had great dif- 
ficulty in wedging itself into the limited 
Space set aside for it. 

Chairman Hitt of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee and Chairman Walker of the 
Banking and Currency mmittee, whose 
positions will probably bfing them much 
into the public eye during the _ session, 
were early on the floor mingling with their 
colleagues.

Do the people of St. Louis move about 
over a crater that is liable to erupt at any 
moment and blow them sky-high? There 
is a newly discovered danger in the condult 
system. 

The danger lies in the proximity of the 
Laclede Gas Company’s mains to the con- 
duits. Jn many places for blocks the gas 
mains run along in the conduits. The gas 
mains were there long before the conduits. 
Haying the right of way they caanot be dis- 
turbed. 

The new and vexing problem was pre- 
sented by the Sawyer Paper Company fire 
at Third and Locust street last Wednes- 
day, Friday night the watchman at Barr 
Dry Goods Company was almost stifled by 
the odor of gas, whith pervaded the build- 
ing. He spent Saturday and Sunday try- 
ing to locate the supposed broken meter. | 
He failed to find it, yet the flow of gas 


ly located the broken main at Third and 
Locust streets. 

The heavy jarring of the street by fire 
engines, one of which was directly over the 
manhole to the conduit, and the falling 
walls of the building forced the conduit 
and manhole walls down until they crushed 
in the gas pipe. The conduit was filled 
with gas all the way from Third to Sixth 
street on Locust.

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SHOT JUST FOR FUN

Two Boys’ Playful Duel That Ended 
in Death.

HARDIN, Mo., Dec. 6.—Dallas Neally, the 
16-year-old son of one of the prominent 
farmers, some four miles north of th‘s 
place, died Saturday night from a gunshot 
wound received at the hands of Henry 
Evans, a boy friend and playmate of about 
the same age, and also a son of one of 
the prominent farmers of that section. Sev- 
eral days ago the boys were out hunting 
and when some 14 Vatds apart began sbhoot- 
ing at each other, “just for fun,”’ as they 
explained it. Young Neally hada 32-caliber 
revolver and Evans a 22-calfber target rifle. 
Several shots were playfully exchanged, 


he called to his companion: “If you can’t 
do better than that you had better quit.” 
The next shot, however, was better aimed, 
the bullet striking young Neally in the 
abdomen.

His Wife Heard a Pistol Shot and 
Rushed Into the Kitchen to , 
Find Him Dead on the 

Floor, 


Gustav Angenendt, aged 47, sick and out 
of work, shot himself dead at 11 o'clock 
Monday morning in the kitchen of his home, 
2°27 West Schirmer street, Carondelet. 

He was a fireman, last employed at the 
foot of Marceau street, where he worked 
faithfuily. 

Through no fault of his he lost his em- 
ployment and since then, in the face of re- 
peated disappointments and failures, he 
grew despondent. His wife had done what 
she could to encourage and cheer him, but 
the growing necessities of his family drove 
him frantic with grief and despair. 

Monday morning he cleaned his revolver 
and apparently laid it away. Then he sat 
in the kitchen for some time, taiking with 
his wife about their troubles. Presently, in 
the course of her household duties, she left 
the kitchen. 

As soon as Angenendt found himself alone 


fired. 

The loud report alarmed his wife, who 
ran back to the kitchen and found Angc- 
nendt lying on the floor, his face covered 
with blood and his breath coming in gasps. 
Before assistance could be rendered the 
man was dead. 

The pitifulness of the scene was height- 
ened by the cries of sorrow and the moans 
of distress of his wife and four heipless 
children. ‘They were finally taken from the 
kitchen by friends.

The conditions now ex- 
isting demand material changes in the laws 
relating to the Territory. The great influx 
of population during the past summer and 
fall and the prospect of a still larger im- 
migration in the spring will not permit us 
to longer, neglect the extension of civil au- 
thority within the Territory or postpone 
the establishment of a more thorough gov- 
‘rnment. 
, A general system of public surveys has 
not vet been extended to Alaska and all 
entries thus far made in that district are 
on special] surveys. The act of Congress 
extending to Alaska the mining laws of 
the United States contained the reserva- 
tion that it should not be construed to put 
in force the general land laws otf the coun- 
try. By act approved March 3, 1891, au- 
thority was given for entry of lands for 
townsite purposes and also for the wr 
chase of not exceeding one hundred an 
sixty acres then or thereafter occupied, for 
purposes of trade and manufacture. ae 
purpose of; Congress as thus far ee 
has been (that only such rights shoul 
apply to that Territory as should be spe- 
Sidcaity named. 

It will be.seen how much remains to be 
done for that vast and remote and yet 
promising portion of our country. Special 
authority was given to the President ey 
the act of Congress approved July 24, 1597, 
to divide that territory into two land dis- 
tricts and to designate he boundaries there- 
of. and to appoint registrars and survey- 
ors of said land offices, and the President 
was also authorized to appoint a Surveyor 


General for the entire district, Pursuant 
to this authority, a Surveyor General and 
receiver have been appointed, with offices 
at Sitka. If in the ensuing year the con- 
ditions justify it, the additional land dis- 
trict authorized by law will be established, 
with an office at some point in the Yukon 
Valley. No appropriation, however, was 
made for this purpose, and that is now 
necessary to be done for the two land dis- 
trict® into which the territory is to be di- 
‘ded.

which, by permission of the Indian Gov- 
ernment, has settled in the Territory. The 
present area of the Indian Territory con- 
tains 25,694,564 acres, much of which is very 
fertile land. The United States cit zens re- 
siding in the Territory, most of whom have 
gone there by invitation, or with the con- 
sent of the tribal authorities, have made 
permanent homes for themselves. Numer- 
ous towns have been built, in which from 

Valua- 
ble residences and busimess houses have 
been erected in many of them. Large busi- 
ness enterprises are carried on, in which 
vast sums ef money are employed, and yet 
these people, who have invested their capi- 
tal in the development of the productive re- 
sources of the country, are without title to 
the land they occupy, and have no voice 
whatever in the government, ether of the 
nations or tribes. Thousands of their chil- 
dreny who were born in the Territory, are 
of schoo] age, but the doors of the schools 
of the nations are shut against them, and 
what education they get is by private con- 
tribution. No provision for the protection 
of the lfe or property of these white citi- 
zens is made by the tribal Governments 
and courts. 

The Secretary of the Interior reports that 
leading Indians have absorbed great tracts 
of land to the exclusion of the common 
people, and government by an Indian aris- 
tocracy, has been practically established, 
to the detriment of the peopie. It has 
been found impossible for the United States 
to keep its citizens out of the terr.tory 
and the executory conditione contained ‘n 
treaties with these nations have, for the 
most part, become imposs:ble of execution. 
Nor has it been possible for the tribal 
overnments to secure each individual In- 
ian his full enjoyment in common with 
other Indiane of the common property of 
the nations. Friends of the Indians have 
long believed that the best interests of th 
Indians of the five civil.zed tribes woulda 
be found in American citizenship, with all

The commission met much opposition 
from the beginning. The Indians were very 
slow to act and those in control manifested 
a decided disinclinat:on to meet with favor 
the. propositions submifted to them. A iit- 
tle more than three years after this organ- 
ization the coenmission effected an agree- 
ment with the Choctaw Nation alone. The 
Chickasaws, however, refused to agree to 
its terms, and as they have a common in- 
terest with the Chootaws in the lands of 
said nations, the agreement with the latter 
nation could have no effect without the 
consent of the former. On April 23, 1897, the 
commission effected ah agreement’ with 
both tribes—the Choctaws and Chickasaws. 
This agreement, it is understood, has been 
ratified by the constituted authorities of the 
respective tribes or nations parties thereto, 
and only requires ratification by Congress 
to make it binding. 

On the 27th of September, 1897, an agree- 
ment was effected with the Creek Nation, 
but itis understood that the National Coun- 
cil of said nation has refused to ratify the 
same. 

Negotiations are yet to be had with the 
(herokees, the most populous of the five 
civilized tribes, and with the Seminoles, 
the smallest in point of numbers and terri- 
tory. The provision in the Indian appro- 
priation act, approved June 10, 1896, makes it 
the duty of the commission to ‘nvostigate 
and determine the rghts of applicants for 
citizenship in the five civilized tribes. 

The commission is at present enzaged in 
this work, among the tribes, and has made 
appo'ntments for tak’ng the census of these 
people, up to and including the 30th of the 
present month. 

Should the agreement between the Choc- 
taws. and Chickasaws be ratified by Con- 
gress. and should the other tribes fail to 
make an agreement with the commission, 
then ‘t will be necessary that some legisla- 
tion shal] be had by Congress, which, wh le 
just and honorable to the Indians, shall be 
equitable to the white peopie who have set- 
tled@ upon the lands by invitation of the 
tribal nations.

BISHOP FOLEY’S CASE CITED. 


His Grace’s Attention When He 
Returns to St. Louis. 


It is now rumored that Archbishop Kain 
will be tendered a quiet banquet by several 
of his intimate friends upon his return from 
Europe. In a communication to Vicar-Gen- 
eral Mulsiephen His Grace discountenanced 
any public demonstration. 

Among the local clergy as it is well known 
that the Archbishop had tacitly consented 
to a reception prior to his departure. 

“I was more than surprised when I read 
of the Archbishop's letter declining a publica 
reception,” said a prominent lawman,” but 
I guess there is something back of it. You 
will remember a similar occurrence in the 
Detroit diocese, about three years ago, 
when Bishop Foley made his decennial visit 
to Rome. 

“While absent in Europe a number 
planned to celebrate his return with a/'§ 
grand celebration, Arrangements were com-' 
pleted, when the Reception Committee re-. 
ceived a letter from the bishop, instructing 
that no demonstration of any kind be held. 
It developed later that Bishop Foley, who 
had troubie with several of h's priests and 
suspended them, was overhauled in Rome 
for hig actions and formally notified that it 
was Pope Leo’s will that he keep aloof | 
as much as possible, in social intercourse, 
with h's subordinates. It was further urged | 
that public receptions to a bishop were not 
in keeping with his dignity, and tended to 
give scandal. Of course the reception was ai 
once declared off, and this seems to be a 
parallel case to that in our own diocese at 
the present time.’”’

The “Cape to Cairo” scheme, with which 
the name of Mr. Cecil Rhodes is so often 
associated, is not, 
as seems to be 
supposed in some 
quarters, prima- 
rily ae railway 
scheme, says the 
London Graphic. 
It is a plan for 
connecting the 
northern and 
southern extremi- 
ties of Africa by 
the telegraph wire. 
In conjunction 
with this there 
are schemes for 
opening up the 
‘whole interior of 
“the Dark Conti- 
nent by combined 
rail and water- 
way, 80 as event- 
ually to afford 
the means of 
reaching the Cape 
from the Medit- 

terranean by an 
overland route, 

The wire has al- 
ready been laid to 
the heart of Ny- 
asaland, and by 
April mext Mr. 
Ithodes expects to 
have it through 
to the south end of -Lake Tanganyika, 
bringing Equatorial Africa directly in touch 
with Cape Town and via cables with Lon- 
don and all parts of the world. 

It is this magnificent waterway of the 
Nile that makes the idea of traveling from 
Cairo to Cape Town by steam a probability 
of the near future. For two months of the 
year one might almost say the Nile is navi- 
gable from Cairo to the Equator.

The pill provides that the head of the 
department shall be a member of the 
inet. but chiefly for reasons of economy 
Congress may decide to create a bureau 
under a commissioner instead of a depart- 
ment.

CAME IN TWO WOODEN BOXES. 


To Be Used as Evidence in a Lawsuit, 
Which Involves $500,000 
of Property. 


The bones of Pinkney W. Sublette ar- 


rived {in St. Louis Monday after molder- 
ing 25 years In the arid sands of Wyoming, 

These bones came by express and were 
in two wooden boxes, each about two feet 
long. They were shipped to the Clerk of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court, marked “Ex- 
hibit A and Exhibit B, in the Case of 
Thomas Penneston and Others vs. Stenge 
and Others.” Thé boxes were done up with 
green cords, and the red seals of a notary 
public who certified to them, 

The shipping tags showed the value of the 
boxes to be $5 each. If those bones prove 
what Attorney Thomas Lb. Crews expects 
them to prove, $500,000 of property will 
change ownership. 

These bones have

Crews received notification 
Holden, a Missourian living in Wyoming, 
that he had shipped the remnants of the 
skeleton of Pinkney W. Sublette to St. 
Louis, and since then the lawyer has been 
d@ly expecting to hear of their arrival. 

Mr. Crews is the attorney for the heirs 
of the Sublettes and seeks to recover prop- 
erty worth $500,000, the claim being that it 
went, at the death of little Frances Sub- 
lette, in 1861, to her mother’s relatives.

Over them was a stone slab, with 
the inscripfion, “‘P. W. 8S.  1865.”’

SHE SLOWLY GROWS WEAKER. 


HAS ALTERNATE SINKING 
SPELLS AND RALLIES, BUT - 
THERE I8 NO HOPE. ‘ 


WAS VERY LOW ALL NIGHT. 


The President at Washington Kept 
Constantly Advised of His Moth» 
er’s Condition by Those Who 
Watch Beside Her. 


CANTON. O., Dec. 6.—Mrs. McKinley sur- 
vived the night and the spark of life still 
burned this morning, although dimly. She 
was resting quietly, but was much weaker 
than at any previous time. During nearly 
the entire night the family remained in the 
sick room, expecting every moment to be 
the last one. 

The patient had a number of sinking 
spells, such as occurred during Sunday and 
each one of them, as it approached, was 
feared to be the last one. As morning ap- 
proached, however, she quieted down ma- 
terially and hope hecame stronger that life 
would continue until morning. 

At an early hour the President was ad- 
vised that his mother was still living, al- 
though considerably. weaker than she had 
been. He was also informed that she was 
resting easy and gradually passing away 
without any suffering. 

The doctor called early and at 8 o'clock 
he announced that while the patient waé 
much weaker then that she might survive 
for some little time. 

Since the doctor's early morning visit a 
slight sinking spell and a slight rally have 
been experienced by Mrs. McKinley. No 
materia] change resulted and the rally leaves 
the patient in the usual weak and failing 
but restful condition characteristic of the 
illness. 

After having visited the bedside of Mre. 
McKinley, the attending physician at 9:40 
to-day said that she was then resting in

It was the opinion of the doctor that 
his aged patient might survive during the 
ay.

Occasionally women and children partake 
of the church’s hospitality, but they are 
usually cared for in some other way. The 
large majority of those who eat in Rev. 
Hughes’ dining room are men. They range 
in age from 18 to 60 years, and many of 
them have histories that are worth telling. 

In this aggregation every corner of the 
United States is represented. A few may 
be old-time St. Louisans, but the majority 
comes from everywhere. 

Not one in a dozen has an overcoat. In 
the crowd Sunday night could be seen but 
few faces that had been shaven within the 
last two or three weeks. Yet a more or- 
derly assemblage was never observed, 

The men listened intently while Rev. 

Hughes preached a plain, practical sermon. 
The sermon was not too*long. It was just 
long enough to make the men appreciate 
the banquet that awaited them in the din- 
ing hall. At the close of the service some 
of the roughest who looked as if they 
might have been living out of doors for a 
decade joined in the singing. They know 
nothing about the new anthems that are 
s0 popUlar in the fashionable churches 
nowadays, but in al) their wandering they 
have not gorgotten the sweet. strains of 
‘‘Neare® My God to Thee” and other old- 
fashioned hymns. There was something 
athetic in the voice of these rough men as 
hey sang in Rev. Hughes’ church Sunday 
night. tt made spectators wonder what 
freak of fortune it is that turns men into 
**hoboes.”” 

Immediately after the service the dining 
hall was opened. ere is a seating ca- 
pacity at the tables for 300. The first de- 
tachment was served. The others waited. 
They may have been impatient, because 
hunger begets impatience, but there was 
no open manifestation, Altogether six hun- 
dred were fed. 

The bill of fare consists of beef, pork, 
bread, soup, vegetables and other substan- 
tials. The work is done by volunteers from 
the church membership. 

Another practical feature of Rev. Hughes’ 
work is hjs efforts to secure employment for 
the unemployed. He acquaints himself with 
the personality of each man so far as pos- 
sible. He is always on the lookout for 
places. 

“We expect to continue this work through- 
out the winter,” said the } greg’ “and we 
hope to widen the scope of our usefulness, 
T think these men deserve attention, and 
I am sure many of them are very appre- 
clative. 

‘“T believe we are doing the bidding of 
our Master. We hope to get a fund suf- 
ficient to give one meal each day through 
the cold weather. I would be glad if the 
charitable people of St. Louis would make 
a personal inspection of our plan. I be- 
lieve it would meet with their approval.” 

Rev. Hughes came to St. Louis from In- 
dianapolis about a year ago. The event of 
the winter in his church will be a big Christ- 
mas dinner.

PECULIAR DEATH OF WILLIAM 


EVARTS, A PROMINENT CITI- 
ZEN OF ST. CLAIR, MO. 


WAS IT MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


When Found the Dead Man’s Feet 
Were Off the Ground, His Neck 
Broken and Pockets Empty. 


Passengers who arrived at Union Station 
on the Frisco train Monday morning 
brought the story of a mysterious tragedy 
at St. Clair, Mo. 

The town is on the Frisco road, elghteen 
miles south of Pacific, Mo. 

William Evarts, a prominent citizen of 
St. Clair, came to his death there under 
peculiar circumstances. Whether his death 
was due to murder, suicide or accident is a 
question still unanswered. 

He was found hanging to a high paling 
fence. No rope was used. His neck was 
wedged firmly between two palings. His 
feet were clear of the ground and his neck 
was broken. 

Evarts had been working about his home 
Saturday and had used a wheelbarrow. 
When the body was found the wheelbarrow 
was partly under it. The man’s neck had 
apparently been driven between the palings 
with great force. His pockets were empty, 
but it is not known whether he had any 
money with him Saturday. 

Evarts’ wife and family became alarmed 
when he failed to return home and early 
Sunday morning a searching party was or- 
ganized. The county authorities are in- 
vestigating the mystery. 

There is no known cause why Evarts 
should have committed suicide. He was 
rosperous and had not been desponden:., 

is family scout the idea that he took his 
life. It is believed that he was waylaid and 
when he chen ty to make an outcry the 
robbers shoved his head between the palings 
to silence him. 

hose who saw Evarts Saturday say he 
was cheerful. He had not been drinkin 
and the theory that he fell with his hea 
between the palings is not generally held.
